All duck eggs should bo tcstod at
least twice during lncubatlou, pre-
ferably on tho seventh and four-
teenth trayB, nnd tho lufortllo oggs
and those With doad germs removed.
Doad,gorms In duck.oggs docomposo
vory rapidly, and nrq often detoctod
by their ordor.

Duck oggs having puro white
shells aro often tested as early as
tho fourth or fifth day, and tho

eggs sold to bakers. lufor-
tllo eggs inako good food for duck-
lings, and can bo used for cooking.
Tho oggs nro tcstod with tho largo
end up, so that tho slzo of tho air
coll may bo seen, us woll as tho
condition of tho embryo duckling,
specialism In tho United Stntcs "D-
epartment of Agrlculturo say. Tost-In- p

should bo dono In a dark room.
Tho tntorttlo egg when hold boforo

tho tester will appoar porfoctly clear,
much tho samo as a fresh ogg,
while n fertile ogg will show n Binnll
dark .spot known ob ' tho omhryo,
with n mass ot llttlo blood veins ex-

tending In alt dlroctlons, If tho ctn- -
bryo Is living. If dead tho blood
sottlcs away from tho ombryo to
ward tho edgo ot (ho yolk, forming
In most cases an Irregular clrclo ot
blood known as a blood ring. Tho
eggs containing strong, living em-

bryos nro dark and partly flllod up
nftor tho fourteenth dny, and show
a clear, distinct lino of demarcation
betweon tho air coll and tho grow-
ing ombryo, whllo dead gorms show
dovclopmont only In twirt nnd lack
this clear, distinct outline.

SHIPPING PROFITS DEPEND
ON PACKING AND GRADING

Carelessness In grading, packing,
nnd loading aro largely rosponslblo
for tliQ high percontago of rojoc-IIou- b

whjch occurs In tho handling of
fruits and, vegetables, say market-
ing spoctallsts ot tho United States
Department of Agrlculturo.

Satisfactory compromise's can bo
mado only whero bpth tho shipper
and tho buyer uro broad mlndod ami
willing to mako reasonublo conces-
sions. A vory common source ' ot
misunderstanding Is shrinkage A
shipper who sonds fruits or 'vogo-tabl-

sovoral hundred miles to
market cannot understand why his
shipment should wolght so much
less on arrival than tt did at tho
point ot origin. Thus tho luvolco
wolght ot u car of Juilk apples ship-
ped from southwest Missouri an
October 10, 1014, was 22,427
pounds. Those apples arrlvod at
market ou Octobor 23, and woro

barreled, and sold. Tho
wolght of tho apples 'at destination
was 17,071 pounds, Indicating a toss
ot 4,460 pounds', or 19 por cont, duo
to shrlnkago In transit nud to the
discarding of n small quantity of
culls and spollod fruit. Vory fow
shippers could bo mado to bollevo
that a logllmato loss as great as
this could occur oven though tho
shipment was gradod and loaded
carolossly.
